Perhaps my Reader, at firſt view, will look. 
on: this Relation, as too much loaded with ſmall 
Particularities ; ſuch as he may judge ſcarce 
worth my- remembring, or his knowing » But 
he will pardon me, if I preſume that nothing in: 
this whole. Aﬀair ought to appear little, or in- 
conſiderable, to me art leaſt; who was fo nearly 
concern'd in the Event of it. 

I have therefore made no ſcruple to diſcharge 
my weak Memory of all it could retain of this 
Matter;Nor' have I willingly omutted any Thing, 
though never ſo minute, which, I thought, 
might ſerve to. fix this Wonderful. Mercy of- 
GOD the more on my own:Mind;- or did any 
wayj.conduce to the ſaving of divers other. in- 
nocent:Perſons Lives, as well*as- minc.:.. 

I cannot indeed promiſe, that 1 ſhall accurate-- 
ly repeat. eycry. Word. or Expreflion:;. _ fell:

{hall put all down. in the very ſame Order, as it 
was ſpoken, having not had the Opportunity to 
cake Notes of cvery thing as 1t paſs'd. . Burt this 
I will fay; If I ſhall nor bc able to rclate all the 
Truth, yet I will omit nothing that is Material; 
I will as carcfully as if I were upon. my Oath, 
give 1n all the Truth I can remember, and no- 
thing but the Truth. 53K. 
What I Write, I intend ſhall confaſt of Two 
Parts : The Firſt, To be a Narrative of the plain 
Matter of Fact, from my. firſt being taken into 
Cuſtody, May the 7th, to the time of py Jaft 
Pifrſhon, June the 13th. The Second, Te 
contain ſome. Account. of the Two* Perjurd 
Wretches, that were plcas'd, for what :Reaſons 
they know beſt, to bring me into this, Danger: 
For the Truth of the Subſtance:of whar I ſhall

ion) as are abundgncly ſufficicnt go! af al 
cnart 
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that I ſhall think fit for me to ſay againſt Black- 
head and Young ; cſpecialty againſt Young. 


It was on Saturday the ſeventh. of May of this 
preſent Year 1692. in the Evening, as I was 
walking in the Orchard at Brome/ey, Meditating 
on ſomething I defign'd ro Preach the next 
Day ; that I ſaw a Coach and tour Horſes ſtop 
at the outer Gate, out of which two Perſons 
alighted. Immediately F went towards them, 
Billeving they were ſome of my Friends, com- 
ing to give me a Viſit. By that time I was got 
to the Gate, they were enter'd into the Hall : 
But ſeeing» me haſtning to them, they turn'd, 
and met me about the nuddle of the 'Courrt. 
The Chief of them perceiving me to look wiſt- 
Iy on them, as being altogether Strangers to: 
me, faid, My Lord, Perhaps you do not know me. 
My Name. is Dyve ; I am Clerk of the Council, 
and here is one of the King's Meſſengers. I am:ſorry; 
T am ſent on this Errand. But I am come to Arreſt.

- Sir; faid I, I ſuppoſe you have a Warrant for: 
for ſo doing; T pray let me ſee. it. He. ſhew'd it 
me. I read:it ; and the firſt Name I highted-on:

being the Earl of Nottingham!'s , I ſaid, Sir, ] 
believe this is my Lord Nottingham's own 
Hand, ' and I fubmut. . Whar are your Or- 
ders how to diſpoſe of -me? My Lord, ſaid 
he, 1 muſt firſt ſearch your Perſon, and demand 
the Keys you have abont you ? My Keys I pre- 
ſently gave him. He fearch'd- my Pockers ; 
and found no Papers, but ſome poor Notes 
of a Sermon, and a Letter from Mr. B. Fair- 
fax about ordinary Bulineſs. 

Now, fays he, My Lord,” I muſt require to 
ſee the Rooms to which theſe Keys belong, and 
all the Places in the Houſe, where you have any 
Papers or Books. I ſtraight conducted him 
up Stairs into my Study. This, Sir, faid I, 
1s the only Chamber where I keep all the 
Books and Papers I have i the Houſe. They 
began to Search , and with great readinels 
turn'd over every thing in the Room, and 
Cloſets, and Prefſes, ſhaking every Book by 
the Cover, opening every part of a Cheſt of 
Drawers, where were many Papers, particu- 
larly ſome Bundles of Sermons ; which, 1 
told them were my proper Tools; And that 
all that knew me, could Vouch. for me, it 


was not my Cuſtom to haye any Treaſon in 
B them. 


vo. 
them. They read ſeveral of the Texts, and 


left them where they , found them! But'in 


one Corner of a Preſs, -which was halt open, 
they met with a great Number of. Letters 
fd up. I aflur'd them they were only Mat- 
ters of ufual Friendly Corrcſpondcnee, and, 
moſt of them were of laſt Years date. 
Mr. Dyve looking on ſome of them, found 
them to be ſo ; and ſaid, If he had time to 
view them all, he might, perhaps, ſee Reaſon to 
leave them behind : But being expreſly Com- 
manded to bring all Letters, he muſt carry them 
with him. 1 |ctt him to do as. he pleaſed ; fo 
they ſeald them up. 

Then they went into my Bed-Chamber, 
and the Cloſets adjoyning, doing as they had 
done 1n my Study, fecling about the Bed and 
Hangings, and knocking the Wainſcot in ſc- 
veral places, to ſee 1f there were any pr:vate 
Hole, or ſecret Conveyance. 

After that they came down. Stairs, and. 
ſearch'd the Parlour and Drawing-Room on 
char {fide of the Houſe with the like exact- 
neſs. In all theſe Rooms I obſcrved they 
very carctully pryed into every. part of the 
Chimneys ; the Meſſenger putting his Hand 
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into every Flower-Pot : Which I then ſome: 
what ſmiled at : But ſince I found he had but 
too.much Reaſon ſo to do. 

When they had done ſearching in all thoſe 
Rooms, and-in the Hall, as they were going 
out, and had taken with them what Papers 
they thought fit ; they carried me away in 
the-Coachithat 'brought'them. By the Way 
we met my Servant Mr. Moor coming from 
London. 1I-call'd out to him, Have you any 
Letters for me ? He gave me three or four, 
which I deliver'd to. Mr. Dyve to open: Who 
found nothing in them , but Matters of pri- 
vate Cuncernment, or ordinary News. And 
ſo, between: Ten and Eleven at Night, we ar- 
rived at Whitehal, and I was brought to my 
Lord Nottingham, whom I found alone in his 
Office. wo 

My Lord, ſaid I, I am come upon your 
Warrant ; but-certamly there muſt be ſome 
great Miſtake, or black Villany in this Buſt- 
neſs. For I declarc, as in the Preſence of 
God, I am abſolutcly free from any juſt Ac- 
cuſation relating to the Government. His 
Lordſhip told me, He himſelf was much ſur- 
prized when he heard my Name mentioned. 
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I intreated him , I might be. Examined thac 
Night, if any Witncfles could be produced 
againſt mc. He ſaid, That could not poſſibly 
be, becauſe the Lords, who had the Manageijent 
of ſuch Affairs, were ſeparated, and gone Home : 
But that 1 was to appear before them the next 
Day ; and in the mean time, all the Civility 
ſhould be ſhewn. me; that could be expefled by 
a Man in my Condition. 


My Lord, faid I, I hope, it being fo very 
late, you will ſuffer me to -e at my own 
Houſe at Weſtminſter. He reply'*d,, You ſhall 
do ſo ; But you muſt have a Guard of Soldiers - 
and a Meſenger with you- A Guard of Sol- 
diers, ſaid I, My Lord, methinks is not ſo 
neceſſary to ſecure one of my Profeſſion ; I 
ſhould rather offer, that T may have two or 
more Meſſengers to keep me, tho* that may 
put me to greater Charges. My Lord, ſaid 
he, I, for my own part, would be glad, if I 
might take your Parole : But T muſt do what 1 
may anſwer to. others; and therefore 1 pray be 
C ontent. 


Ar this I acquieſced ; only adding, My 


Lord, here are divers Papers brought . up 
with: 
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with me, which, upon my Credit, are but 
of common Importance ; yet, becauſe they 
are moſt of them private Talk among 
Friends ; there may be ſome Expreflions, 
which no Man, if it were his own Caſe, wou!d. 
be willing to have divulg'd ; and therefore I 
deſire your Lordſhip will take Care they may 
not be ſhewn to the Prejudice of any. He 
anſwer'd, You have to do with Men of Honour; 
And you ſhall bave no Occaſion to complain upon 
that Account. 

And fo I was convey'd Home to Weſtmin- 
fer by Mr. Dyve, and Mr. Knight the Meſlen- 
ger, in the Coach with Mc, and a Guard at- 
tending on cach {ide. After we came to the 
Deanery; Mr. Dyve having diligently ſurvey- 
ed my Lodgings, and the Avenucs to them, 
left me about Midnight, with a ſtrict Charge 
to the Meſflenger and Soldiers, not to give 
me any unneceſſary Diſturbance ; but. to 
watch carcfully at my Bed-Chamber-Door 
nll further Orders ; which they did. 

The-next Day, being Sunday, May the. 
8th, Mr. Dyve came again to me about Noon, 
to acquaint me, That I was to attend the: 
Comnutte of the Council that: Evening 2 
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Six o'the Clock. And, fays he, My Lord, 1 
ſuppoſe you have here alſo at Weſtminſter a 
Room where you keep the reſt of your Books and 
Papers. I told him, I had. Ther, faid he, 
I have Commiſſion to ſearch there likewiſe ; par- 
ticularly in your Cabinet. I ſhewed him my 
Library, and gave him the Keys. He opened 
all the Preſſes of Books, and viewed particu- 
larly every Shelt, and examuned every Drawer 
in the Cabinet : But finding nothing there of 
a late date, or that might aftord any the leaſt 
ſhadow of a Traytcrous Correſpondence, he 
went away without removing any one Paper 
thence. 

At the time appointed I was brought by 
the Meſſenger and Guard to Whitehal, where 
a ſelect Number of the Lords of the Council 

were aflembled at My Lord Nottingham!'s 
Lodgings. There were preſent, as I remem- 
ber, the Earl of Devonſhire Lord Stcward, the 
Earl of Dorſet Lord Chamberlain, the Earl of 
Nottingham Secretary of State, the Earl of 
Rocheſter, the Earl of Portland, the Lord Syd- 
ney Lord Licutcnant of Ireland, and Sir Ed. 
ward Seymor. 


When 
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When I was cnter'd the Room, and come 
to the end of the Table, my Lord Notting 
ham began. But now, for the greater per- 
ſpicuity cf the whole Procecdings, and to 
avoid the tou frequent repetition of, ſaid I, 
or ſaid ſuch an one, or faid they, T will hence- 
forth give all the Queſtions and Anſwers, 
and the reſt of the Diſcourſes, in the Name 
of cyery Perſon, as thcy ſpoke, and by way 
of Dialogue. 


Earl of Nottingham. My Lord, You cannot 
but think it muſt be ſome extraordinary Occa- 
fion, which has ford us to ſend for you hither 
in this manner. 

Biſhop of Rocheſtcr. My Lord, I ſubmit 
to the Neceſſities of State, in ſuch a Time. of 
Jealouſhe; and Danger, as this 1s. 

Farl of N. My Lord, 1am to ak you ſome 
Queſtions, to, which we deſire your plain and true 
Anſwers. | 

Biſhop of R. My Lords, I aſſure you, 
mine ſhall be ſuch ; as, I hope, I have been 
always taken for a Man of Simplicity and 
SInCcrity.

Earl of N. Have you C me a Declara- 
tion for the preſent intended Deſcent of the Late 
King James into England *? 

Biſhop of R. I call GOD to Witneſs, I 
have not. 

Earl of N. Did you ever draw up any Heads, 
or Materials for ſuch a Declaration ? 

Biſhop of R. Upon the ſame Solemn Afſe- 
veration, I neyer did. 

Farl of N. Were you ever ſolicited, or ap- 
ply'd to by any Perſon, for the Undertaking ſuch 

a Work ? 

Biſhop of R. I never was. 

Earl of N. Do you hold any Correſpondencies 
ebroad in France ? - 

Biſhop of R. I do not hold any. 

Earl 5 N. Have you ever ſign'd any fe 
ciation for Reſtoring the Late King Farms 

Biſhop of R. I never {1gn'd any. 

Earl #; N. Do you know of any ſuch Afſo- 
ciation? Or any Perſon that have ſubſcribed 
one © 

Biſbop of R. Upon the Word of a Chri- 
ſtan, ad a Biſhop, p know of no ſuch thing; 
nor of any Perſon, who has ſubſcribed any 
Paper of that Nature. ”

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Sir Edward Seymour. My Lord Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, We have examined the Papers that were 
ſeized in your Cloſet at Bromley. We find no- 
thing in them, but Matters of ordinary and 
innocent Converſation among Friends; only we 
have one Scruple, That there are few or no Let- 
ters among them written ſince Lady-day laſt. 
Biſhop of R. Sir, I ſuppoſe there may be 
ſome of a Date ſince that Time in the 
Bundles. If I had preſervd more, they 
would: have been of the ſame Nature with 
the reſt that you haye, that 1s, concerning 
common Intelligence, and the Talk of the 
Town; not any Secrets of State, or againſt 
the Government. My Lords, 1-hold no 
Correſpondencics of that kind. When I am 
in the Country, 1 dcfhire ſome Friend or 
other here to Iet me know how the World 
gocs, that I may inform my felt, and the 
Neighbouring Gentlemen, of the Truth of 
Things, and prevent the ſpreading of talſe 
News : And afterwards I file up ſuch Letters 
according to their Datcs, (as you may pcr- 
ceive I did theſc,) that at any time I may 
have a preſent Recourſe to tii.m to rcireſh 
my Mcmory 1n any paſt Tranſaction. 


My 
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My Lords, Thoſe are all I thought worth 
keeping of this kind theſe Iaſt two Years. And 
I hope the Clerk of the Council has done me 
the Juſtice to acquaint your Lordſhips, how 
I was apprehended out of my Houſe; and 
how narrowly I my felf, and my Study, and 
Lodging-Chamber, and other Rooms, were 
ſearch'd : So that it was impoſſible for me to 
bave ſuppreſs'd or ſmother'd any one Wri- 
ting from you. And really I believe there 
was not a Note, or leaſt Scrip of Paper of 
any Conſequence in my Poſleſhon, but they 
had a view of 1t. 

Earl of Devonſhire. But, my Lord, it 3s 
probable a Man of your Intereſt, and Acquain- 
tance, muſt have received more Letters ſince, 
than are here to be found. We ſee here are ma- 
ny concerning Afﬀairs that paſs'd juſt before that 
time. 

Biſhop of R. My Lords, A little before the 
Concluſion of the laſt Seflion of Parhament, 
I obtain'd Leave ofthe Houſe of Lords to re- 
tire into the Country, for the Recovery of 
my Health. During my abode there, as 
long as the Parhament continued, I was 
forewhat curious to Icarn what paſs'd m 


both 
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both Houſes, and therefore, as your Lord- 
ſhip has obſery'd, Letters came thicker to me 
about that time. But when the Parliament 
was up, very-little hapning that was remark- 
able in that Interya], I was not ſo mindful to 
preſerve the Letters that came to me, whilſt 
all: Things, both abroad and at home, were 
rather in Preparation than Action. 

Beſides that, fince the Time your Lord- 
ſhips ſpeak of, I was twice or thrice in Town 
tor ſeveral days together ; once eſpecially, 
upon a publick Occaſion, the Annual Ele- 
Etion of Weſtminſter School; which detain'd 
me here about a Weck. And theſe are the 
True Reaſons why you find ſo few Letters to 
me fince the Date of Time your Lordſhips 
have mentioned. 

Earl: of .N. Will it pleaſe your Lordſhips 
to ask the Biſhop of Rocheſter any more Que- 
ſtions © 

They being all filent, I ſaid, My Lords, I 
cannot imagine how it comes to paſs, that 
I ſhould be thus ſuſpected ro be Guilty of 
any Contrivance againſt the Government ; 
I think I may appcal to all that know mc, 
I am ſure I may to all my Neighbours in 
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the Country where I hye, that chere has no 
Man ſubmitted to 1t more peaceably and 
quietly than I have done ever ſince the Revo- 
lution; and I muſt own, I did it both upon a 
a Principle of Conſcience and Gratitude. 
Of Conſcience , Becauſe I cannot ſee how 
the Church of England and the whole Pro- 
teftant Religion can be Preſerv'd but upon 
this Conſtitution ; ſince an Invaſion from 
France cannot but be deſtructive to Both: 
And of Gratitude, Becauſe, as you all know, 
I happen'd to be, in the late Reign, engagd 
in an Aﬀair, which ſince I have been taught 
was Illegal. And though, I may fay, I 
ſtoppd betimes, and did no great hurt, but 
hindred, as much as I could, whilſt 1 Acted;: 
yet I Acted fo long, that I might have cxpe- 
&ed to be ſeycrely puniſh d for what I did. 
But the King's and Queen's Part, in: the Ge-. 
neral Pardon, was ſo Gracious and Benign, 
in making it their own Act, and not exclu- 
ding me out of it, that Fheir Majeſtics haye: 
thereby laid upon me an Obligation never to 

be forgotten 
Upon this I was bid to withdraw ;- and. 
about an Hour after, the ſame Clerk of the: 
Council. 
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Council was ſent out to tell me, The Lords 
had Orderd I ſhould return to my own Houſe, 
and be under the ſame Confinement as before, 
of a Meſſenger, and a Guard of Soldiers : And 
there I ſhould ſhortly hear what their Lordſhips 
would determine © concerning me. He like- 
wiſe told the Mcflenger, and the Guards, 
That he had a ſtrict Command to them'to uſe me 
with all Reſpett ; only to take Care, that I ſhould 
be. ſafely kept, and forth-coming. Nor indeed had 
L any thing to object againit their Behaviour : 
For, as Mr. Dyve demean'd himaſclt always to 
me hike a Gentleman, and the Mcſlenger was: 
very Civil, ſo the Soldiers themſelves were 
as ca(1e and quiet to the reſt of my Family, 
as if they had been a part of it. 


The ſame Evening Mr. Dyve came home 
to me, and brought me all my Papers, tel- 
ling me, That the Lords had heard him read 
them over ; and, having no Exception againſt 


them, had ſent him to return. them all ſafe to 
me again. Sg 


Thus guarded, I continued- from that 
Day, till the 18h of May, under the Cuſto- 
dy of a. Meſlenger and. of four CO, 

who 
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who watched Day and Night, and were re- 
lieved cyery Eight and forty Hours. 

But then, having heard nothing in the 
mean time from the Lords, I wrote this Let- 
cr to the Earl of Nottingham. 


My Lord, 

S I have all this while, according to 

j \ my Duty to Their Majeſties Goyern- 
ment, with Patience and Hunulity, ſubmut- 
ted to my Confinement under. a Guard 
of Soldiers, and a Meſſenger ; ſo now, fcar- 
ing that my longer Silence may be interpret- 
cd as a Miſtruſt of my Innocency, I think it 
becomes me to make this Application to your 
Lordſhip, carncſtly intreating you to reprec- 
ſent my Condition and Requeſt to the moſt 
Honourable Board, where I was examined. 
I entirely rely on their Juſtice and Honor, 
that, if they find nothing real againſt me (as 
God knows, I am conſcious to my ſclt they 
cannot) they would be pleaſed to order my 
Enlargement. I am forced to be the more 
1mportunate with your Lordſhip in this Bu- 
ſineſs, becauſe 1t 1s very well known, in w_ 
a dan-

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a dangerous Condition of Health I went our 
of Town towards the latter end of the Scſi- 
| on of Parliament: And I find my Diſtemper 

very much increaſed by this cloſe Reſtraint, 

in a Time when I was juſt entring upon a 

Courſe of Phyſick in the Country.

Thus far, during the beginning of this 
Examination, I ſtood with my Face againſt 
the Window, and my Eyes being fo very

Earl of N. Then, I thinki, my Lords, we 
hawe nothing more to do, but to wiſh my Lord 
Biſhop a good Journey to Bromley.

All this while I had not the leaſt Conje- 
Qure, or Imagination, who this Toung ſhould 
be, with whom Blackbead pretended I held 
ſo cloſe a Correſpondence. 

But my next Appearance before the CSm- 
mittee of the Council, will clear up what re- 
mains of the whole Wicked Myſtery. 

In the mean .time, returning Home that 
Evening to Bromley, I preſently met with a 
plenriful Concurrence of Evidence from moſt 
of my. Servants, , of their Diſcourſe with 
Blackhead, and their Knowledge of his Bu- 
fineſs, in reference to Dr, Hookes Letter. 

Firſt, The Butler Thomas Warren told me, 
That -according to my Order to uſe him

Account and Character of thoſe Wicked 
Wretches,, that brought me into the 

Troubles there deſcrib'd. 

I come now to make good my Promule. 
Only I fear, let me do what I can, the Ac- 
count: of them, which I at firſt delign'd 
ſhould be very ſhore, will be much longer, 
and riſc to a far greater Bulk than I intended: 
Eſpecially in what I have to ſay of R. Young. 

But for that, I hope, my Reader will 
reckon it to be his Faulc, and only my Pe- 
nance : Since his Life has been b bk 
Criminal, and this 1s ſo clearly atteſted, A

|þ the former PartTpromis'd to give ſome 
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[ muſt be ſomewhat large, or clſe I cannor 
do him all the Right he deſerves, and fully 
fatisfic the World concerning him: 

I muſt confecls, I could never have been 
brought to foul my Fingers with fo baſe a 
Subject , had I not been Provok'd, and al- 
molt Challeng'd to 1t, by this fame Young's in- 
tolerable Infolence, even after he found him- 
{cf detected of manifeſt Forgery. 

For the laſt time F was difcharg'd by the 
Lords at Whitehall, on June the 13th, where- 
of 1 have already given a full Relation; 
whil{ I was paſſing throughthe outer Room, 
in my way home, there being a Crowd of 
People, I ſtopp'd, and ſaid, I pray, Gentle- 
men, Is Mr. Young here ? I would fain have 
another Sight of the Man, who has put him- 
ſelf upon me as my old Acquaintance, and 
intimate Friend : Though I never ſaw him in 
my Lite nll this very day. 

Divers of the Company preſently ſhewing 
me where he was, fitting by himſelf; I ſaid 
to hin, Robert Young, Your Conſcience can- 
not but condemn you for having thus mor- 
tally injured me,, and other innocent Perſons. 
E cannot call ro mind; that ever I gave you 
;c Icaſt Provocation : I am ſorry now for 


Your: 
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your own Sake, that you are ſtill ſo obftinate 
in detending your Forgcerics, attcr thuy have 
been ſo undeniably detected. For you know, 
there 1s one of your own -Contederatcs wihin, 
who has plainly confeſs'd them. 

At this he briskly, and moſt audacicully, 
reply'd to me, without the laſt Cuncerniment 
that I could obſerve, Confeſs'd! No; Yeu ſhall 
find, to your ſorrow,all is not confeſs d yet : 4 Par- 
liament will come; and then you jhall hear more 
from me. 1 left him, praying God to give 
him Grace to repent; and only adding, That 
clic he was more4n danger of his own Dam- 
nation, than I of his Accuſation in Parlia- 
ment, 

Now therefore, becauſe of this impudent 
Defance, I have taken ſome Pains to inquire 
into the Man, and his former Courſe of Lite. 

And notwithſtanding the Time of my In- 
quiry has been ſo ſhort, ( for he was never 
Perſonally known to me till I faw him at 
Whitehall on the 13th of Fane Jaſt,) nay, 
chouga the Scene of his Impious Actions has 
been {ſo large, that I have been forc'd to col- 
Ic&t my Intell1gence from far and ncar; yet 1 
have . been ſo fortunate in my Diſcoverics of 
him, and his Mect-help, that now I look up- 
| D 2 ON

on the loathlom hea» of Scandalous Materi- 
als I have got together againſt him, I am 
almoſt aſhamed to- make 1t publick. 

But perhars it may be no unacceptable, 1 
am ſure it will be no unſeaſonable Service to 
my Country, to preſent it with a faithful Pi- 
cture of one of the moſt graceleſs Wretches 
that ever yet cnter'd upon the Stage of Evi- 
dencing ;. which I think 1s as bad as can be 
fa:d of him in fo few Words. 

As to a Diſcovery. of the whole Plot and 
Contrivance againſt my ſelf and others, T have 
been able to penetrate no farther yet, than ro 
find.that 1t was hatch'd and ripen'd in Newgate, 
where-ever 1t was firſt laid, or defign'd. 

Ot the Managers or Abcttors of it, rherc 
are but yery tew hitherto come to my Know- 
ledge : Tho” no doubt there are more ſtill 
behind the Curtain. And many other Honeſt 
Men in all likelihood had been accus'd after 
the ſame manne-, had this firſt Attempt taken 
eftcct. 

For how can it be imagin'd, they would 
only have introduc'd the good Arch- 
biſhop Sarcroft, and the poor Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, and joyning us with three or four Per- 
fons of Honor, and a Citizen or two, _— 
cn 
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then ſuppos'd us to be ſo Mad, as to engage 
under our Hands ; to ſeize on the QUEEN's 
Perſon; to ſurprize the Tower ; to raiſe a 
mighty Army; and to bring the City of Lon- 
don into Subjection ? 

No : Without all Queſtion, 1t this Falſe 
Aflociation had once paſs'd for Authentick, 
many other Papers of the ſame Nature would: 
ſoon have becn produc'd out of the fame 
Forge ; to the involving of many. other in- 
noccnt Perſons, both of Clergy and Laity, 
in-the hke Counterfeit Guult. 

But till Time ſhall bring ro light more of. this. 
Dereſtable Work of Darkneſs, the whole Ig- 
nominy of 1t muſt be ſhar'd ar preſent. among 
the pretended Witnefles, whom I have al- 
ready heard named. | 

- Of theſe there was one Captain Lawe men-- 
rion'd both by Young and h.s Witc. And they. 
boaſted much of h:s concurring Teſtimony. 
when he ſhould appear. Yer of him 1 have 
nothing more to ſay, than that I find, there 
really was ſuch a Man as Lawe, a Priſoner roo 
in Newgate, and freed from thence the 
Fifth day of Augaft 1691: A Captain, Young 
faid, he was ; and he'might as cafily make 
him one, as.he made rinnſelf a Pricſt :. _— 
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(1 thank GOD for the Churches ſake) he was 
no otherwiſe than in Fiction. 

How this Captain got his Liberty, I have 
- yet no Reaſon, that I know of, to examine 
{tri&ly ; ſeeing hehas hitherto had either the 
Modeſty or the Cunning to withdraw him- 
ſelf, and nor to venture being an Evidence in 
ſo bad a Cauſe. | 

For the preſent therefore 1 leave Captain 
Lawe, as I found him, with no other Mark 
of Diſgracc, but what his Friend Young has 
fixed upon him, by naming him as a Man 
likely to deſerve the Title of the Third Diſco- 
vercr 'of his Plot. 

Of Blackhead too, belide what relates to 
my Self, which the Reader has had before, I 
have but one Story more to inſert here; 
though that indeed 1s home, and to the pur- 
poſe. For this very Stephen Blackhead was 
Priſoner alſo in Newgate, and condemned on 
Fanuary 15, 1689, to ſtand in the Pillory, 
and to loſe his Ears; together with one 
Lewis and one Patrick; being all three Con- 
victed of one and the ſame Forgery. 

Lewy and Patrick, it ſeems, were ſo 1ll be- 
friended as to haye the Rigor of the Law 
paſs upon them. By what Favour Blackhead 
came 
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came to be Repricy'd and Pardon'd, it 1s not 
now my Bulineſs over-curiouſly to inquire. 
Elſe I could perhaps tell a Story, how the 
Knave, being himſelf a broken Taylor, 
and cmploy'd in the ſoliciting of others, 
Debts; and having, as 1s uſual, ſome Bills. 
and Letters of Attorney intruſted. with him 
for that purpoſe, had the good Luck and the 
Honeſty, by delivering up and cancelling one 
of them, to fave his Ears, and purchaſe his 
Pardon. X 

But perhaps I do not wellto anticipate any 
part of Blackhead's other Knaveries, not 
doubting bur he will in time ſupply abundant 
Matter to deſerve a like Hiſtory of himſelf : 
It is more than probable, that ſome other 
go0d and peaccably-minded Man, having 
been as vilely trepann'd by him as I have 
been, though perhaps by ſome other Way 
than a Flower-Por, will have the ſame Reaſon: 
co ſearch into all his Tricks, and to ſet them 
out with as much Varicty, in as ample a 
manner, as I ſhall now endcavour to do 
R. Youngs. 

It is this R. 7 org, that, I conceive, has moſt 
meritcd to be my. proper Subject: By what 
appears yet, Blackhead was only thc Toy 
and. 
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and the Inſtrument : Young was the Chief, if 
not the firſt Contriver ot this Treacherous 
Deſign. Blackhead was touch'd with ſome 
Remorſe, ſo far as to reveal ſome part of the 
Truth; Young perſiſted to the laſt withour 
any Relenting. And when one would have 
thought he ſhould have been quite over- 
whelm'd with what his Colleague confeſled, 
he had the Face, in ſo honourable a Preſence, 
with a prodigious and inimitable Turn of Im- 
pudence, to impute Blackhead's Confeſſion 
to my having Suborn'd him. 

As to R. Young therefore, I will firſt give 
4 true Draught in little of Ins whole Life : 
That my Reader, keeping the principal Paſ- 
ſages of that in his Memory, may know 
where to require Satisfaction in any Particu- 
lar, from my Original] Papers. 

Butnow, in the very beginning of R. Young's 
Story, I might be at ſome Loſs, what 1s 
really his Name; for in ſeveral Places he has 
c0ne under divers Names ; and behaved 
himſelf ſo, as quickly to wear them all our, 
and to make it neceſſary for him to change 
them often. 

Thus, on ſundry Occaſions, he has paſs'd 
under the Names of Brown, Smith, Hutt, 

Tones, 
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Tones, Green, &c. In Dublin he ſometimes 
called himſelf Marſh: In Raphoe, Hopkins, 
to render himſelf more acceptable in his ill 
Projects; taking the true Names of the 
worthy Archbiſhop and Biſhop of thoſe Sees 
at that time. 

Yet, after all, I find the Name of Young 1s 
moſt likely to pay all his Scores? for, not- 
withſtanding his many Divings under other 
Diſguiſes, it has ſo happened, that he has ſtill 
riſenup again at laſt, in his own true Name of 
Robert Young. 

There may be alſo as great a Controver- 
{ic raiſed, What Country-man he is. In ſome 
of the Original Papers in my keeping, he 
paſſes for an Iriſh-man; in ſome for a Scot- 
tiſh-man; in his own Letters ( which I have 
the leaſt Reaſon of all to believe, and being 
my felt an Engliſh-man, I am moſt unwilling 
to believe, ) he gives himſelt out for an Eng- 
I:ſh-man, born at Cheſter. Wherefore, till I 
am more familiarly acquaited with him, than 
he himſelf fays I am, I muſt be forc'd to 
leaye his Country uncertain: Though I am 
confident there will be no great Contention 
or Emulation between the Three Kingdoms, 
to which of them he owes his Birth. 
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In the fame Letters, wherein he fays he was 
born at Cheſter, he aftirms, That his Grandfa- 
ther was Sir Peter Young's Son, and his Grand- 
mother the Duke of Lenox's Daughter. Had he 
really been deſcended from Sir Peter Young, I 
nught ſtill urge, that he 1s the more to blame 
in rendring An Honeſt Stock, as he calls it 
there, infamous, by making it degenerate in- 
to the moſt enormous Crimes. 

But how can I credit him in this matter of. 
his Extraction from Sir Peter Toung,and the Hlu- 
{trious Houſe of Lenox; when in 4 very ſame 
Paper there follows immediately that which, 
to my Knowledge, 1s a horrid Lye ; That be 
was Ordained Prieſt by the Biſhop of Clogher ; 
For I ſhall give infallible Proof, that his-Prieſts 
Orders he ny impoſed. on himſelf, by his. 
own falſe Hand. 

But to clear up this whole Bufinefs, I have 
alſo by me a true Copy of an Aceount he 
gave of himſelf ; wherein, quite forgetting 
this Romance of his being a Cheſhire Man, 
and his near Kindred to the: Duke of Lenox. 
he gives. this Narrative of his own Lafe.. 


It is dated May 26. 1683. and declares, 
. That he was born at Warrington ix Lancaſhire : 
That 
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That he went over into Ircland, and to Schoo? 
at Iniskillm : That he thence removed t® 
Dublin-Colege, being 18 Tears old ; where he 
continued Seven Tears, and was made Maſter 
of Arts Eleven Tears ſince : That thence he went 
to be Curate in Leighlin ; and for Three Tears 
laſt paſt was Chaplain to the Biſhop of Ferns 
and 1.cighlin : That he Preached all the Courſes 
for the Dean and Prebends at 10 Ss. a Sermon : 
That he had all the Book-Money; that is, the 
Fees for Marriages, Burials and Chriſtenings, 
there being no other Pariſh-Church but the Ca- 
thedral : That he lid in the Biſhop's Houſe 
till his Death fince Chriſtmas : That, Two 
Years before, he Marrid the Biſhop's Houſe- 
keeper : That he had Teſtimonials from the Col- 
lege of Dublin ; And was Ordain'd by his own 
Biſhop. 

Now would not any plain honeſt Man 
take this to be a ſimple and true Narrative of 
the Mans Birth , his Education , and Con- 
verſation? But nothing 1s more ' certain 
than that every Line almoſt of all this 1s 
full of groſs Falſhoods.. And, as Il-Luck 
would have it, after he and his repu- 
ted Wife had rambled over England tor d:- 
vers Years, and cheated Multitudes of well- 
C2 dilpos'd 
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diſposd Perſons by the help of Falſe and Ly- 
ing Certificates, they being at laſt appre- 
hended and imprifon'd at Bury, as you will 
hear, confeſs'd before the Magiſtrates, That 
all their Teſtimonials and Recommendations, 
were Falſe, and Forg'd. 

Wherefore it 1s time for me to leave ſtill 
in the dark, as I find it, that Age of Mr. 
Young's Life, which he has made cither to 
be meerly'fabulous, or ſo mixt with Truth 
and Fable, that there is no diſtinguiſhing be- 
tween them. I now apply my ſelf to that 
part of it, which, from undoubted Teftimo- 
ny, I can affirm to be Hiſtorical. And I ſhall 
date the beginning of this Period about the 
Year 1680. 

In that Year, or near thereupon, his firſt 
famous Exploit, that occurs to me worthy of 
himſelf, was his Marrying a ſecond Wife, 
Mary Hutt, whilſt his firſt lawful Wite Anne 
Zeabſly was living ; with whom he had Co- 
habited Five Years, and had Three Children 
by her. 

Then, to qualifie himſelf for Imployment 
in the Church of Ireland; and: to maintain his. 
Family, (which he had taken ſuch: a way to. 
increaſe) he did really infinuate himſelt into- 

Deacons 
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Deacons Orders by the Hands of the Biſhop- 
of Killaloo ; whom he circumventcd by forg- 
ing the Archbiſhop of Caſbel's, the Buhop 
of Waterford's, and other Clergy-mens Hands, 
to Falſe, but very ample Teſtimonials of his 
Morals, and Learning.. 

Bur as for his Prieſts Orders, he was .bc- 
holding to no Biſhop for them : He had on-- 
ly recourſe to his own incomparable Faculty 
of counterfeiting Hands and Seals ; fo that. 
tf that ſame Dr. Hookes, you wot of, had been: 
but an. honeſt Man, he. might: eaſily have 
found-out the Falſe Pricſt, without. ever trou- 
bling himſelf to write to me about him. 

However, being. after this manner Or-- 
dain'd Deacon, and having Ordain'd himſelf 
Prieſt, he got to be cntertain'd as a Curate,. 
firſt at. Zallogh 1n the Dioceſe of Waterford: ;; 
whence , for divers Crimes, he run away 
with another Man's Horſe, which he never: 
reſtored : Then at Caſtle-Reah in the County 
of. Roſcommon, whence he was forc'd to fice 
tor getting a Baſtard : And laſtly, at K/dallin” 
inthe Dioceſe of: Kilmore. 

Nor had he been long 1n this laſt Cure, bur 
he was accuſed, for many Heinous Offences, 


before the Byhop of that. Sce; who at the. time-. 
Ot 
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of my writing this, 1s the Moſt Reverend 
Archbiſhop of Dublin. Whoſe juſt Deſcrip- 
tion of the Man, I ſhall give in its due place ; 

- wherein his Grace has repreſented him, as the 
moſt Impudent, Lying, Profligate Wretch on 
the Face of the Earth. 


Wherefore to eſcape the Juſtice of hisDio- 
cclan, who knew him fo throughly; he 
fled into the Dioceſe of Raphoe. But being 
purſued thither, and trac'd out by the No- 
toricty of ſome of his New Pranks, he was 
apprehended by my old Friend Biſhop Hop- 
kins, and firſt impriſon'd at Liferd ; then re- 
moved to the Goal of Cavaz : Where he was 
preſently loaded with: many - af his former 


Crimes ; eſpecially for having Two Waves 


then living ; Simon Hutt, the Father of the 
ſecond, being then an Inhabitant and Inn- 
keeper in Cavan. 

Whercupon the good Biſhop of K:more, 
now Archbiſhop of Dzblin, tearing R. Young 
might come to be hang'd m his Gown, dc- 
graded him from his Orders ; if I may call 
them his, ſince the one of them he had ſur- 
TOony gotten, the other was really none 
AY 

Shortly after he was Indifted, and Rows 

avec 
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have been Try'd for his having two Waves : 
But he had fo ordcr'd the matter, by an ad- 
mirable Artifice ,, ( which I ſhall tell by 
and by.) that the two Women could never 
be brought together at his Trial, to own him 
for their Husband. 

By this means he was diſcharg'd of a: 
Crime, whercot I ſhall preſently give mani-- 
fe{t Proofs, belides his own Confeſſion, under 
his own Hand ; which, 1 hope, the Reader. 
will not think he did Counterfeit too. 

But ſtill being in Cavan Gaol for Fees-and: 
Debts contracted there, to free himſelf thence 
he made Application to the Duke of Ormond,. 
at that time Lord-Licutenant of that King- 
dom ;- pretending, That 1f he were once out: 
of Priſon; and had Leave to appear beforc. 
his Grace,. he could make notable Diſcove- 
ries of dangerous Plots againſt the Govern-- 
ment; in which ſome of the Nobility, and! 
ſeveral Biſhops, were concerned. 

Whereupon, the Popiſh-Plot having been: 
juſt. before: in. full yogue there, as well as 
here, the Duke thought 1t expedient-to grant: 
him his Liberty, in order to his coming ' up * 
to Dublin, to make good what he had ſo. con-- 


fadently promusd. . 
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But the Knave had his end, and having 
got out of Gaol by a pretence ſo plauſible, 
he never thought of calling at Dublin, but 
retired ſecretly to Inishillm, and let the Dif- 
covery of that Plot ſhift for it ſelf : Which, 
they that knew him beſt may think, was the 
honeſteſt Action of his Life; to break only 
a Pronuſe, that he might avoid being an Iriſh 
Evidence: And perhaps ſome of my Friends 
may be apt to ſay, Sz fic oma. 

Whilſt he was lurking at Þis4il/in, he in- 
nic'd thither his ſecond Wite Mary Hutt, who 
has ever ſince run the ſame Fortune with 
him, and been the inſeparable Companion of 
all his Frauds, and was the very Woman that 
appeared againſt me before the Lords, to 
Juſtifie the Aſſociation. So that from that time 
we hear nothing more of his true Wife Arr 
Yeabſley. It ſeems he then entirely caſt her 
oft, after he had allurd her, by the moſt ſo- 
lemn Vows of living with her alone, and for 
ever renouncing the other, to be the chief 
Inſtrument of his not being convicted at Ca- 
wan; and that by no leſs than a downright 


Perjuring her ſelf for his Sake. 
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But whatever became of her, it 1s certain, 
that it was with Mary Hutt he fled into En- 
gland, in or about the Year 1683. And from 
that time to this, they have run a conſtant 
uninterrupted Race ot- all ' kinds of Wicked- 
neſs in this Kingdom ; ſcarce evcr paſling a 
Month, or a Week, of theſe Eleven Years, 
without either being actually. in ſome Priſon, 
or committing ſuch [Crimes as, defery'd the 
deepeſt Dungeons. 

The firſt News I hear of him! after -his 
Arrival in England, was upon his making-Ap- 
plication to the Venerable Archbiſhop Sar- 
croft, tor ſome Employment in our Church. 
This he did 1n the Garb, and under the Cha- 

. racter of a diſtreſs'd Iriſh Clergy-man ; and 
to prove himſelf ſuch, . he exhibited his 
Counterfeit . Orders from the Biſhop of 
Clogher. And I muſt not onut, that, as a 
Teſtimony of his Modeſty, this his farft Viſit 
at, Lambeth, and the producing, his Orders 
there, was within a Month after he had been 
degraded in Ireland. So OT 3 
But the wiſe, and wary Archbiſhop imme- 
diately ſuſpected him and. his Letters of Or- 
ders; .theyheing ngt.in-Form, or; che-uſual 
Style, nor. the Scalfix'd in. ts duc place. 
= | D & Againſt

Againſt all which Exceptions the Falſary 
fene'd as well as he could with a- ſhameleſs 
Lye. Yet he received-no other Anſwer, bur. 
that his Grace had no Cure voidin thus Gift. 
But Young would not be pur oft fo; ſhortly 
after he came again, dcfiring and-prefling the 
Archbiſhop,to recommend him to be Chaplaſm. 
to ſome Ship, ' or to ſore Cure' in one of our 
Weſtern-Plantations. Which tas Grace again 
refuſed, and upon ſurer Grounds than-before : 
For m the mean time he had fentto Dr. Foley, 
Chaplain to the Archbiſhop 'of Dablin, then 
al Enblind for a better Information concern- 
mg-thisbold- and” mportunate Man; which - 
produc'd the Letters ever fet down from 
e Lord Archbxſhop of Dublin, and the 
Eord Biſhop of Ferns and Leighlin, touching 
his Forging of Orders, his Degradation, his 


double Marriage, and. other his good Qua- 


lines. 

Thus failing at the Archbyſhop's; he forth- 
with fent his Woman to Windfor, where the 
Court then reſided, with a Petition to the. 
King ;- therein ſhe ſers forth, That her Name 
mas Mary Green, the Wife of one Robert Green, 
ar Iriſh” Miniſter; who, going into the Wett<In- 
dies, por urgent Aﬀairs, was taken Captive 
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by tbe Pyrats of Sally. Therefore {he rays that 
the King would be Graciouſly pleas'd 'to Re- 
commend her ſad Copdition to the Clergy of 
England ; :and- that His Majeſty would Re- 
queſt them ( ſo. her Secretary words it.) to 
contribute their Charity toward her Husband's 
Ranſam. 

This Petition was rcad in Council Zun.1$, 
1684. and rctcrr'd to the Lord Archbiſhop 
of C aus Key and the Lord Biſhop of Lacks, 
But we may be ſurc the Pcritioncr , or her 
Husband, came no more- to 1, ambeth, for 
an Anſwer to the Reference. They took a 
ſhorter way, and much caficr to themſclyes; 
they forg'd a favourable Report upon the Pe- 
rition, under the Archbiſhop and Biſhop of 
Londox's Hands- and Seals; by Virtue . of 
which .(xogether with, thc Archbiſhop $ truc 
Hand and Scal , which they had gotten by 
chance, and affix'd a falſe Recommendation 
to it) they wander'd a long time over Eng- 
land, ſometimes together , ſomctimes aſun- 
der, he paſſing for .her Brother, ſomerimes 
under the Name of Robert Huit ſometimes 
of \Robert Green; and ſo cheated the King's $ 
Subjects of, yery conſiderable Sums. 
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But at length this Plot was unluckily ſpoil'd 
by their coming in their progreſs to phy 
their Pranks in Suffolk, the Archbiſhop's Na- 
tive Country, cſpecrally in Bzry ; where cx- 
tibiting their falſe Recommendations to 
Mr. Cleggat the Miniſter of that Town, the 
Vagabond and his Quean were ſeiz'd upon 
fuſpicion; and being ſeverally examin'd, they 
themfelves confeſs'd before divers Juftices of 
the Peace the whole Train of their Forgeries 
mn this Particular. Whereupon they were 
Trycd, and found Gwilty, and Sentenc'd to 
ſtand in the Pillory in the Marker of Bury; 
OFob. 6. 1684. he going under the Name of 
Robert Young, ahas Hutt, ſhe of Mary Green, 
alias Hutt, alias Peirfon, alias Young. 

Sometime after this, having made a Pro- 
perty of the Name of Green, and of the Cap- 
ave Frith Miniſter long enough, and ſqueez'd 
out of it as much Money as 1t would afford ; 
and not being to be terrified from fo gainful 
2 Traffick. by one Pilloring at Bury, they Rill 
carrice it on, only changing the Scene; and 
altering their Style : She; that before was 
Mary Green, 1s. again ſent out; and furmiſh's 
by her Friend, with a new ſer of- forg'd In- 
frunents, and Names.. fy 
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In ſome of her falſe Recommendatory. Pa- 
pers, ſhe paſſed for Mrs. Mary Jones, Wite of 
Mr.Robert Jones, ReEtor of A/bford: In others, 
for Mrs. Mary Smith, Wite of Mr. John Smith, 
ſuppoſed Rector too., at. the ſame time, of 
the ſame A/hford,in the Dioceſe of Canterbury; 
whereas neither Fores, nor Smith, was ever 
Rector there, no more than Do&tor Hookes: 
1s Rector of Wingrave in Buckinghamſhire. 
However, each of theſe her new Husbands 
was pretended to be a Priſoner for - a vaſt. 
Debt upon the account of Suretiſhip : And 
the carried about with her divers counterfeit 
Letters of the Hand ſtill of Archbiſhop Sax- 
croft, deſiring (ang. in one of her Papers ma- 
king his Grace humbly to beſeech) the Con- 
tributions of the Biſhops and Clergy for the 
poor Mans Enlargement. 
This Cheat was indeed more Gainful tor 
them than the former... The Archbiſhop's. 
Hand was ſo admirably well inutated, eſpe-- 
cially in the Subſcriptions of his Name, that 
ſhe generally mct with a- very kind Recepti- 
on ; and particularly-applying her ſelt to three 
Biſhops, who, of all the Bench, were the- 
Archbiſhop's moſt intimatcFriends, evcn they 
were: decciv'd. by. a, Legerdemain fo: wal: 
V4S'Q-;;: 
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visd ; and nothing doubting, but it was his 
I Grace's true Hand, (though they knew it al- 
moſt as well as their own) they and their 
i Clergy were very bountiful to her. 
; Nor was Robert Young himfelt all this while 
| Idle, but ſometimes he accompanied this 
| Mrs. Jones, and Mrs. Smith, as her Brother ; 
| ſometimes he came after her as her Receiver; 
| ſometimes he went a different Road trom her, 
| as her Agent deputcd to folictte good Peoples 
Charity to fo Pious a Work : Shewing ano- 
| ther falſe Letter under the Hand of Dr. Faul- 
conberge, Secretary to the Archbiſhop ; wherc- 
| in were ſect down divers Sums, as given by 
-feveral of the Clergy, to, draw in others ; 
| and among the reſt, I thank her, ſhe owns 
i -the Receipt of 4,7. from the Biſhop of Ro- 
i . cheſter. 
1 admire how 1t was poſlible this their 
| Wicked Trade was not ſooner diſcovercd ; 
whuch it had certainly been in a Nation lIcfs 
Charitable than ours. © Burt here they ſuc- 
cefully drove it on 'the better part of the 
Year 18897. 'Till at length the Archbiſhop 
was alarni'd from divers-Quarters, by Noticc 
that his Hand and'Seal went a'Begging about | 
the Kingdom: Which occaſion'd the Adver- 
tiſcments, 
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tifemcnts, that were given to the whole Na-- 
tron an the Gazetres of Sept. and OFob. 1687. 
to beware of Mrs. ones and Robert Smith; and 
t apprchend-them, that they might be dealt 
with according to Law. Whercupon Mrs. Fones 
was very cloſely trac'd roChefter, and ſcarch'd 
for there by the Lord Biſhop of St. Aſaph's 
Order. Bur ſhe prevented the Diligence of. 
tis Meflenger, . and-cſcap'd to London. 
Nor.long after this, they both came to- 
Bromley, "The occafion of it was (as I have 
underftood ſince ) that. Mr. Goodwyn, who 
Offticiaced ſometime for Mr. Dobſon, falling 
ſuddenly 1ll;. and . going to London for Cure; 
and being at-a loſs for the Supply of a Chap- 
lain at the College of Widows ;. had by 
chance this Zong offered to him, as a Graye 
Iriſh Clergy-Man, of good. Preferment in 
that Ch but-at preſent our of Butineſs, 
having fled that.Kingdom with his Family, 
upon the beginning. of the Dake of 7yrcon- 
meÞs Rage againſt the Proteſtants 
By help of this Impofture he and his Wite 
were <rtertain'd at:Bromlezy: Though by good. 
hap they -madc a very little ftay here. Yet as 
ſhort as 1t was, he has left ſignal Marks |be- - 
tind \bimof this Wickedneſs, and voinny 
SM 
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of his frequent owning that he had the 
Knack to Counterfeit -any Man's Hand in 
England. 

However, during his ſmall Time in the 
College, the good Widows had reſpected 
him, and his Fellow-Traveller fo kindly, that 
he remember d # two or three Years after, 
when he was in Newgate. I will preſently 
produce the very Letter written thence, in 
which he 1s not aſham'd to beg of an Hoſpr- 
tal, and in a Canting Strain to intreat they 
would make a Colle&tion among them, to- 
wards his being remoy'd to the HKings- 
Bench. | 

The whole Letter 1s full of Prevarications: 
But there 1s one I cannot forbear mentioning 
now. For though the true Cauſe of his, and 
his reputed Wife's being clapp'd up in New- 
gate, was their Forging ſeveral Bills of Ex- 
change, and receiving the Money upon them, 
for which they both then ſtood Convicted, 
and had been Pillory'd ; yet he ſolemnly 
proteſts, and thanks God, That he was not a 
Priſoner for any ill thing ; but only becauſe an 
Iriſh-Man, ( whom TI pray God forgive, theſc 
are [us very words) ſwore againſt me, That by 
Virtue of Bills, I raisd Money for the Uſe of: 
King 
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James: Whereas, ſays'he, you all.remember, I 
ſtood up for the Church of England, and fleadl 
inthe Gap againfſt.the Roman\C atholicks inithe 
worſt of, [imes. | 44 

- Bur after a;ſhort time of ſojourning here, 
of: about ſix Weeks, or'two Months; -in the 
year- 1687, Robert Toung-ſoon-perceived, that 
the: poor Town: of Bromley was-not a: proper 
Seat for him to ſet up his Reſt in: where he 
could only - cxpe&t a, bare Subſiſtence! by 
Reading Prayers,. as a Subſhtute to one who 
was himſelf a- Subſtitute:to the Chaplain of 
the College: whereas he knew, and had pra- 
&tis'd; afar - more - ready- way of- getting; a 
plentiful Livelyhood-; * whether honeſt or 
diſhoneſt he matter'd not. 

Wherefore removing hence to Wapping , 
and- thence to: IWhite-Chappel,, he began to 
look out for: ſome - fitter - place. for a-new 
Scene of Action; where he nught more pro- 
fitably exerciſe} his Beſt beloved Faculty of 
Counterfering Hands and Seals. - 

At length: he caft his Eye:on-S?. Albans, a 
Town, which by reaſon' of \its great;Trade, 
and convenient diſtance - from London, and 
- being ſo greata Thorough-Fair,he pitchedon 
to'Practife: in. 1t ſome of the Cleanhieſt Fea c 
E | 
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| muſt fay , of his knaviſh Dextericy in 

Between'S. Albans and London he began to 
ply in the beginning of the year 1688, and 
it was not long before he crept into a great 
Familiarity in the Poſt-Hoxſe there. By what 
Arts of Courtſhip he became ſo intimate on 
a ſudden in the Family, I leaye it to the en- 
faing Papers to inform my Reader. 

However, by this means, he procured the 
abſolute Command of all che Mails of that 
Road; and fo had the opportunity of open- 
ing and peruſing, and taking out, and put-- 
ting in, what Letters he pleaſed, berween. the 
chief Traders of thoſe parts, and their Cor- 
reſpondents in London. ; 

Having thus furniſh'd himſelf with proper 
Tools, and choſen as fit a Shop to work in, 
as any in England; he preſently fell to. his 
uſual way of Commerce : whereof I ſhall on- 
ly mention three or four Inſtances: they be- 
ing the very fame for which he and his ſup- 
poſed Wife were afterwards-Condemn'd of 
Forgery at the 01d Baily. ow! 

His firſt Cheat was-thus. In Fzly 1688, he. 
went to Northampton, and under the Name 
of- Robert Smith, paid/ to Mr.:Fobn Clarke, 

a an 
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an Inhabitant there, the Sum of Twenty 
Pounds, and took his Bill of Exchange for 
it, to one Mr. Jonathan Kendall of London: 
Mr. Clarke alſo ſending a Letter of Adyice, 
that he had drawn ſuch a-Bill 'upon him for 
the Uſe of Mr. Robert Smith. 

Robert Young, whom we muſt now call 
Robert Smith, . torg'd another Bill verbatim 
by the true one, for the ſame. Sum of 
twenty Pounds, payable to himſelf under 
the ſame falſe Name: and ſtraight coming up 
to London, deliver'd the Forg'd Bill to 
Mr. Kendall: which being ſo very exactly 
done, Mr. Kendall made no delay of paying 
it, and had Robert Smith's Receipt, Dated 
July 16. * 

As ſoon as this was over, honeſt Robert 
immediately took Horſe, and haſted down 
to Northampton ; where arriving on July 17. 
he forthwith went to Mr. Clarke, and told 
him, That. he had offer d his Bill at London, 
but Mr. Kendall refuſed to pay it, and there- 
fore deſired his Money again, producing the 
rrue Bilk: which, Mr. Clarke, recciving, . and 
ſceing no umaginable Cauſe: of 'Diſtruſt, 
paid the Twenty. Pounds without any." De- 
murr. 


E 2 Thus 
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{Thus far Mr: Clarke and. Mr. Kendall only 
fuſtain'd theLoſs of Twenty Pounds,and per- 
haps ſomewhat-ſmiFd ar- the clever - Contri- 
yance. \ But that: which next follows, was 
more. extraordinary, and {truck deeper into 
their Purſes. - | * 

And how can my Reader now think 
it: probable, that both. Mr. Clarke and 
Kendall ſhould:-be-again Cheatcd by the fame 
Hand, of a:much greater Sum, within. leſs 
than three Months after 2 Yet fo it really 
happen'd; and infuch a manner thatit was 
almoſt impoſiible for the Wit of Man to 
Prevent -1t.. | 

His ſecond Str. Albans Cheat therefore was: 
this. Being now become perfect in the exact 
Character of Mr.-Clarke's Writing, he Forg'd 
a Bill, Dated 0Fober 5. 1688, as drawn by Mr. 

Clarke on Mr. Kendall, for One hundred and 
ftty Pounds, payable at fight to his own Mary 
Young, under the Name of Mrs. Mary Clarke. 

And becauſe there was a Neceflity that a 

Letter of Advice ſhould go before the Bill, 
he Countertered-one-alſo in this manner. In 
the Northampton Bag , which he opened at 
St. Albans, he found a long Letter written to 
Mr. Kendall by Mr. Clarke, touching divers 
particular 
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rarticular Afairs then 'tranſafting betweer 
them. Thus Letter he -intercepted ; Tran-- 
{crib'd 1t throughout, and about the nud-- 
dle of his falſe Copy, inferted:theſe Words, 
That he had drawn'on. Mr. Kendall, a Bill of 
One hundred and fifty Pounds, to" be” paid” 
upon fight to Mrs. Mary Clarke ;- and ſo-went: 
on with the .other Buſineſs, . as in the true 
Letter. This Forg'd Letter he put: into the- 
Northampton Mail ; ſo 1twent fafe to Mr.. Kens- 
dall at London. 

The next morning after, Mrs. Mary: 
Clarke came to him-with cher Bill Where- 
upon Mr. Kendall, not in the + leaſt: 
ſufpecting that the Bill or Letter of Advice: 
were Forg'd, becauſe he was confident, they: 
were both of Mr. Clarke's own Hand-wri-- 
eng, and. the Letter giving him an. account: 
of ſeveral other Butineſſes, which he thought: 
could not pcothbly be known to any, but to- 
Mr. Clarke and himſelf, he preſently paid ta» 
Mary Clarke the One hundred - and fifty: 
Pounds, and. ſo loſt the whole Sum be-- 
yond Rcovery. 

His third Cheat on the ſame Road was 1n: 
this Manner. About the latter end. of: Fe- 
bruary, in the ſame year, 1688, he ſent his: 
ſecond!

She paid him 


Nine Pounds ; for which he gaye her a Bull 


of Exchange upon Mr. Richard Shipton of 


 London,payable to the ſaid Mary Young,which 


ſhe recery'd March the 14th. 
By this true Original of Mr. Mathew's own 


Hand, on the 18th of March following, he 
forg'd another Bill in the Name of the ſaid 


Mr. Mathew, for 200 /. charged alſo on the 
ſaid Mr. Shipton. And having ſtill the Lt- 


-berty to ſearch the Daventry Mail at St. Albans, 
.and finding there a Letter from Mr. Mathew 


to Mr. Shipton, he made the fame uſe of it 


as he had done that of Mr. Clarke's to 


Mr. Kendall ; Tranſcribed it entirely, and in 
the ſame ſurreptitious manner as before, put 
in an Advice of his having drawn a Bill of 
200 /. and for whom. Which Letter was 1m- 


 medaately ſent by the Poſt to Mr. Shipron. 


The Falſe Bill and Letter of Advice, I am 
aſſured, was ſo accurately Counterfeited, 
that Mr. Mathew himſelf could not diſcoycr 
the difference, nor diſown it upon view.; but 
only in that he was certain he had never 
drawn any Bull of that Importance. 

Mr. Shipton 
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Mr. Shipton therefore was caſily deceiy'd 
by the Sinulitude of Hands ; and R. Young: 
having ſent Mary to London, to receive the 
Money, he ww; it without the leaſt ſcruple ;

His laſt Forgeries Practis'd at St. Albans, 
that have come within my Obſervation,were 
upon Mr. Olds of Coventry, and | Mr. Billers 
of London. 

But before. I proceed to theſe, I muſt -ac- 
quaint my Reader, that Robert . Young had 
ow'd Mr. Olds and. Mr. Billers - an antient 
Grudge, of. as long ſtanding. as the Year

16 88. he ſene 
his Faithful Inſtrument Mary, under the 
Name now of Mrs. Sarah Harris, to pay the 
ſame Mr. Olds 10 1. at Coventry, tor which 
he gave her a Bill of Pxcharkge upon the 
Cie Mr. Billers, payable at fight : So, for 
very good Cauſe, Robert took care all, or 
moſt of his Bulls ſhould be warded.

was James Young, and he was really Robert's 
| Servant. And accordingly both theſe Bills 
were paid Azg. 5. 1689. to James Moreton, 
alas Young ; as 1t ſeems nothing can belong 
to Robert Young without bcing intitled to an 
Alias. 
This James. Moreton, alias ,7oxng, I ſay, did 


actually receive both the Bills; and thinking 
it was but-reaſonable he ſhould have a ſhare 
n the Profit, as he had in the Knaycry, paid 
the Sum of .the one Bill to his Maſter, and 
kept the other'to himſelf : The farſt: Chear, 
and the laſt. (I believe). that was ever put up- 
on Mr. Robert Young.

The ncxt morning came Mrs. Sarah 'Har- 
ris to Mr. Bikers, and. produc'd her Forg'd 
Bill: He could diſcover no Deccipt in the 
Hand ; own'd he had received the Letter of 
Advice ;- and was juſt. giving Order for the 
Payment ;, when, by good Fortune, he recolle- 
ctcd, That he had heard Mr. Shipton of Fri-- 
day-fleet had, not long bctore, been de- 
trauded after the fame manner, by a Woman,.

Mr. Shipton came accordingly ; and upon 
the firſt ſight declared her to be the ſame 
Mary Young, that had lately Cheated him of 
his 200 /. 

She being thus unexpectedly charged with 
this Crime, confeſs'd it upon the place: 
Whereupon ſhe was Apprehended, and Com- 
mutted to the Kings-Bench ; after ſhe had re- 
ccived above 500/. in a ſhort ſpace, by the 
like Ways, whilſt ſhe was ſuch a kind of 
Agent at London for Robert Young ; as my 
Reader will find ſhe own'd upon Oath at- 
terwards at Lichfield.

It was high time for him now to intermut 
his Correſpondencics at St. Albans, and to 
remove to a greater diſtance from Loxdon ; ſo 
chat the next Foot-ſteps, I have trac'd: of his 
Roguerics, werc at £:ichfield : "woods ; 
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find alſo, he had made ſome Excurſions in: 
the Year 1688. But now, in the Year 168g, 
it ſeems he went thither reſolving to ſettle 
there for ſome time. 

There he appeared in a gentile Habit, with: 
his Man, James Young alias Moreton, to wait 
upon him : There he perſonatcd again an:

He had plenty of 
Gold and Silver, and' ſome Plate; the Pro-- 
duct, no doubt, of his Tate Cheats upon 
Mr. Clarke, and Mr. Mathew, and Mr. 0lds, 
beſides forme Remains probably of what was 
colle&ted for Mr. Green, Mr. Jones, and.

During his abode at Lichfield, he profeſs'd:

(if he might have his Freedom, and be 
brought up to London,) Fhat divers Wicked 
Traytors in that Country, particularly ten Pref- 
byterian Minifters,one Lord, two Eſquires, a Colo- 
nel,a Captain,a Cornet,and a Gentleman, had been 
long Plotting and Contriving the Death of the 
King, and the Subverſion of the Government. 

But of tis whole Behaviour at Bury, 
the following Papers, being of undoubted 
Authority, arc an abundant Proof. It will 
be enough for me to name them as they paſs 
along by me. 

Only here I intreat my Reader once 
for all to obſerve what 1s moſt for my pur- 
poſe, That ſuch has been the conftant Me- 
chod of his Life both before and fince, as 
far as 1 have bcen able to obtain any 
Knowledge of it : Whenever he was out of 
Priſon, he has forged Hands to Bills,” and 
Recommendations to get Mony : And when 
he happen'd to be Imprifon'd for thoſe
